Net income Is Income after de 
Auction of expenses necessary for 
running a business, such as cost 
of goods, salaries paid out, office 
expenses and so on. 
Gross Income 
is Income before these expenses 
W age and salary receivers general­ 
ly have no such expenses so that 
the salary or wage is net income. 
A traveling man, however, who 
paid bls own expenses and was not 
reim bursed for them by his com 
pany might deduct them from his 
•alary to calculate his net income 
Many Claiming Exemptions. 
N ever before, tax officials say, 
has the public been so anxious to 
take advantage of every possible 
exem ption, looking for deductions 
that would have been passed over 
hurriedly not so long ago as incon­ 
sequential. 
For the purpose of indicating pos­ 
sible exem ptions and deductions, 
consider tor example, a single man 
receiving a net income of $1,500 
and a m arried man receiving $3,000. 
Each would first take his personal 
exem ption of $1,000 to $2,500 re­ 
spectively, leaving a taxable net 
incom e in each case of $500. 
A single person may also be tho 
h*ad of family and be entitled to 


the sam e $2,500 exem ption which 
the m arried person receives. 
A 
bachelor supporting his m other in 
his own home or other dependents 
would be the head of a family. Ile 
m ay fu rth er claim $400 additional 
exem ption for such dependents.
